CITIES AND MOTOR CAR VISITORS 
Here is another pointed argument for 
the uniform traffic regulation proposed 


for all cities of the country. It is the ex­ 
pressed preference by thousands of motor­ 
ists, when traveling long 
distnces, 
to 
avoid the centers of population, the Kan­ 
sas City Star points out. The reasons are 
that going through a city is made a waste 
of time, that highway routes through the 
cities are not adequately marked, that 
confusion arises from traffic regulations, 
which vary from one place to another, 
and that usually there is a lack of suf­ 
ficient parking space. 
The American Automobile Association, 
which found through a survey that 71 
per cent of large number of motor car 
tourists w^ould rather go around than 
through a city not their destination, ex­ 
plains that the conditions objected to 
largely can be remedied by the cities 
.themselves. It is a problem directly relat­ 
ed to, if not identical 
with, 
effective 
handling of traffic withiif city limits. Uni­ 
form regulations affecting speed, park­ 
ing, signals and other matters would be 
an sdvance step. Wider traffic lanes into 
and through cities would be of equal assis­ 
tance, while there is no excuse for fail­ 
ure to mark highway 
routes 
through 
urban centers so that the visitor may not 
become confused or lost. 
Kansas City is enterprising in under­ 
taking, on its own account and through 
the legislature, reforms that, when car­ 
ried out, would go far toward making 
this an inviting center to the increasing 
thousands of motorists who find occasion 
to turn this way.

own political activities, prior to the 
robbery, tbe aid of a very con­ 
siderable number of people was en­ 
listed. About tbe tim e the applica­ 
tion was presented to the Board 
of Pardons and Paroles, the presi­ 
dent and cashier of the Bank of 
Exter received anonymous letters 
threatening their lives, the destruc­ 
tion of their property by fire, and 
the kidnaping of the cashier’s child, 
if anything was done by the bank 
to prevent the 
commutation 
of 
Reed’s sentence. 
Tbe Missouri Bankers Association, 
feeling that Reed had been g iven 
a fair trial and that his conviction 
and sentence was thoroug hly justi­ 
fied by the facts and In order that 


the Board of Pardons and Paroles 
mig ht be fully informed, secured 
from the official stenog rapher a 
transcript of the testimony taken 
at the trial. The association direct­ 
ed its attorneys to appear before 
the Board of Pardons and Paroles 
and protest ag ainst the untimely 
release of Reed. The m atter was 
arg ued twice before the Board of 
Pardons and Paroles, and on the 
8 th day of September, 1924, the 
application for clemency was denied. 
We are informed that Reed’s ap­ 
plication for parole will be before 
the board for consideration on the 
12th day of February, 1929, and we 
desire to enter our most emphatic 
and vig orous protest ag ainst the 
parole of this bandit, and w'e respec- 
fully submit that if clemency be 
extended to this convict, who was 
a peace officer at the time he par­ 
ticipated in the robbery, the whole­ 
some effect which 
should result 
from his conviction will be virtually 
destroyed. 
We direct that the secretary fur­ 
nish copy of this resolution to the 
Board of Pardons and Paroles, and 
to Honorable Henry S. Caulfield.

St. Louis and the state. He was 
prominent, and nationally known 
among the banking fraternity. The 
council of administration joins his 
wide circle of friends and admirers 
in an expression of our sorrow be­ 
cause of his death.

Faith and repentance are founda­ 
tions of the ChrisUan life. They 
are the first things and must come 
first. Faith is the hand by which 
we lay hold of the new life and re­ 
pentance is the hand by which we 
cast off the old life. 
V. 32—“This Jesus did God raise 
up, whereof we are all witnesses.’* 
Peter began his speech by refuting 
the charge that the disciples were 
drunk en on the day 
of 
pentecost 
and explained the cause producing 
the expressions of their new liv es; 
he calls to ev idence the witnesses 
of men. the witness of God In send­ 
ing the Holy Spirit, (Verse 33) and 
the witness of Dav id (Verses 34- 
36).

character. 
Detectives nabbed him 
after watching his movements for 
more than a week . 
Their suspi­ 
cions had been aroused by his ap­ 
parent prosperity with no visible 
means of support. 
The prisoner gave a detailed ac­ 
count of the manner in which he 
6i:caped from Sing Sing. 
He said that under cover of a 
heavy fog he slipped out ot his 
cell carrying his matress with him. 
Mak ing his way to the top of the 
wall with the mattress, he said 
he held it before him and leaped 
into the Hudson river. 
Swimming a distance of about 
three city block s, he said, he climb­ 
ed ashore and was away before 
the siren on the prison sounded 
plea of guilty.

Prospects 
of another 
favorable 
year for the livestock industry are 
reported by the Bureau of Agri­ 
cultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture In its 
February 1 report on the agricul­ 
tural situation. 
The 1929 mark et supply of hogs is 
expected to be considerably smaller 
than that of 1928. the bureau says. 
Some improvement In the foreign 
demand for American pork products 
is indicated and no material change 
in domestic demand is anticipated. 
Hog prices during 1929 are expected 
to average considerably higher than 
in 1928. 
The combined spring and fall pig 
crop of 1928, as indicated by the 
bureau’s pig survey, was about 5 
per cent smaller for the Corn Belt 
than the crop of 1927, but the dis 
tribution of the 1928 crop over the 
Corn Belt 
States was in better 
relation to corn supplies than that 
of the 1927 crop. Information as to 
hog supplies for the mark eting year, 
November 1928 to October 1929, 
says the bureau, indicates a slaugh 
ter of from 43,000,000 to 45,000,000 
head, compared with a slaughter of 
48,000,000 head for the crop year 
1927-28. 
The immediate outlook for cat­ 
tle, according to the report, con­ 
tinues favorable with prices about 
at the peak of the cycle. Further 
reduction 
in mark et supplies 
in 
1929 is indicated, but the decrease 
probably will not be as much as 
that of 1928. Supplies of grain-fin­ 
ished cattle the first half of 1Y29 
are expected to equal or exceed 
those In the first half of last year. 
Any increase in such cattle, how­ 
ever, is lik ely to bo offset by de­ 
creased supplies of other k inds of 
slaughter cattle. 
Supplies of lambs for mark eting 
the first half of 1929 are slightly 
larger than during last year, and 
indications are that a larger pro­ 
portion of western fed lambs will 
be mark eted after March 1 than 
last year. Sheep numbers continued 
to increase during 1928 and the 
iamb crop this year may show some 
Increase 
above last year’s 
crop. 
Wool production in this country 
and in important foreign producing 
countries during the 1918-29 season 
is expected to be about 6 per cent 
larger than for tbe procedlpg sea­ 
son, and stock s in primary mark ets 
bave been increased. Last season’s 
slightly reduced supplies and active 
foreign demand this season have 
strengthened prices for lower grade 
wools. This season’s larger world 
wool 
supplies 
and 
the declining 
tendency in foreign prices have not 
been reflected by a decline in prices 
of wool In the United States. 
The number of horses continues 
to decline, and is now at the low­ 
est point In forty years. Judging by 
tbe number of colts born in 1928, 
says the bureau, the number 
of 
horses 
will 
continue 
to 
decline. 
Horse prices are advancing. The 
bureau advises that now seems to 
be an 
excellent time for many 
farmers to replace old or worn-out 
horses with 
young animals. The 
number of dairy cows is reported 
as about the same as a year ago, 
but 
yearling 
heifers 
and 
beifer 
calves show some increase in num­ 
bers. 
In the past, says the bureau,

President Doumergue, Premier Ray­ 
mond Poincare and bis ministers, 
Aristide Briand and Georges Ley- 
gues. 
Their cases were mild, but 
there was a more serious aspect to 
that of Marshal Foch, where influ­ 
enza had complicated a prior heart 
and k idney ailment. 
Others on the sick list In Paris 
were Marshal Henri Petain, and 
Sir William G. Tyrrell, Britith am­ 
bassador. 
S. Park er Gilbert, agent 
general of reparations, was better 
after an attack of the disease. 
In England Dame Nellie Melba, 
famous prima donna, was recover­ 
ing from the malady. 
Hospitals in Paris 
were taxed to 
capacity 
with 
influenza 
patients. 
Berlin’s ^ public w ork s and depart­ 
ment stores reported heavy sick 
lists. 
This was the case too in 
London. 
The epidemic was accompanied 
today by continuation of tbe bitterly 
cold weather which 
has gripped 
Europe and Asia from the Yellov/ 
Sea to the British Isfes. 
Some parts of Central and south­ 
eastern Europe particularly 
were 
suffering. 
Several deaths were re­ 
ported from the Balk ans, Constan­ 
tinople and South Russia. 
At Bel­ 
grade, Jugoslavia, the temperature 
reached 
26 
degrees 
below 
zero, 
(Centigrade) and a passenger train 
which left the city Sunday for Zlga- 
lar was buried under twenty feet 
of snow. 
Another avalanche buried 
a rescue train. 
At Prague, Czechoslovak ia, the 
lowest temperature in 157 years 
was recorded. 
The whole country 
was covered 
with a 
blank et of 
8now% 
Famished w’olves attack ed 
isolated towns. 
In Constantinople the heavy snow 
occasioned much suffering. 
Italy 
saw considerable snow. France had 
clear sunny weather, although it 
was bitterly cold; even the Riviera 
iield no charm for its winter via­ 
tors. 
Denmark was ice-bound, and 
temperatures 
below 
freezing pre­ 
vailed in the British Isles. 
Asia was not spared. 
Northern 
Chinese ports reported unusual cold 
with Ice hindering shipping at Tien 
tsin and Chinwangtao, and a num 
her of deaths at Shanghai.

It is possible to break into jail— 
Wrilliam Peatner, a resident ol Se­ 
dalia, has proved the fact conclu­ 
sively and to the complete satis­ 
faction of 
Cole County officials, 
says a news article In the Jefferson 
City Capltal-News. 
And as indis­ 
putable evidence of the truthfulness 
of such an assertion, he is now con­ 
fined In the county bastUe here, 
serving a 40-day sentence for vag­ 
rancy. 
It alt came about in a manner 
unpredecented In 
the 
history 
of 
this county. 
Peasner, 
a 
federal 
prisoner, 
was released from 
the 
Cole Jail late in December after 
having served a long sentence on % 
charge of violating the Harrison 
Anti-Narcotic Act. 
And upon his 
discharge, he found himself penni­ 
less 
and 
without 
friends 
in 
a 
strange city. 
He searched for work for days, 
determined 
to ‘go straight** and 
lead a decent and useful life In the 
future. 
But work evaded him, and 
he ex isted by begging food at back 
doors and sleeping in box cars or 
at the City Hall at uighL 
Driven to desperation by cold 
and hunger, he appealed to the lo­ 
cal 
charitable 
organizations 
for 
aid in finding employment of any 
kind. 
But work could not be se­ 
cured. 
He was also denied chanty 
owing to his previous bad record 
and to the fact that he was not a 
resident of this county. 
Discouraged and downcast, with 
out food and virtually without warm 
clothing, he applied at the county 
jali for a room, beseeching Sheriff 
Ben Prenger to “lock me up again.** 
But the sheriff was iiowerless to 
grant the request 
Peasner nex t appialed to the po­ 
lice authorities, demanding that he 
be arrested before he was driven 
to violate some law owing to his 
deprived 
and destitute condition. 
But again he met only refusal, the 
police being without authority to 
arrest him without cause. 
Finally yesterday, he called upon 
Prosecuting Attorney Nike G. So 
vier and poured his pathetic story 
into the sympathetic ears of that 
official. 
The 
county 
pmsecutor 
checked every detail of it, calUng 
at the welfare o^ices to ascertain 
11 the man had applied for work 
or aid there—^and he found all of 
the facts to he true. 
Sevier then filed 
a 
vagrancy 
charge against the man and he was 
sentenced to forty days in jail up­ 
on his plea of guilty in Justice W. 
P. Smith’s court. 
“It was the only solution to the 
problem,'* the prosecuting attorney 
said, “as the man’s story was true 
and his words rang true. To have 
permitted him to roam the streets 
hungry and cold would be but to 
invite him to commit a crime. 
In 
forty days winter wHl have ended 
and he can take to the road and 
perhaps find emplojrment in other 
cities. 
In the meantime he will at 
least be warm and properly nour­ 
ished.'*

Pleaded Guilty 'n Circuit 
Co urt to Slay ing o f 
Frank 0. Greer 


“That’s a long time, but I’ll guess 
I'll take it,” said Joe Sizemore in 
the circuit court Saturday afternoon, 
when he heard the recommendation 
of prosecuting attorney Walter H. 
Bohling 
that 
he be given eight 
years 
in the penitentiary on a 
charge of manslaughter. Sizemore 
had pleaded guilty to that offense 
in couuection with the death last 
September of Frank O. Greer, who 
died from knife wounds Inflicted 
by Sizemore. 
Sizemore was accompanied to the 
court room by his father, and was 
represented by D. S. Lamm. 
He was arrested immediately af­ 
ter the cutting which occurred in 
a store in northeast Sedalia, on 
September 14, and has been In 
jail since. 
Walter H. Bohling, in making the 
re<M>mmendation for an eight year 
sentence, stated that although the 
offense had not been committed 
during his term as prosecuting at­ 
torney, he had made a thorough 
investigation of the affair. He had 
talked to all but one witness, he 
said, and found the evidence very 
conflicting. There was evidence that 
Greer had been drinking, and too 
there would be testlomny that Size- 
more had used his knife in self 
defense. One witness, he understood, 
would testify that Greer before he 
died, stated that he did not know 
he blamed Sizemore. In view of 
all this, and in as much as the 
second degree murder charge might 
during the course of a trial be 
graded down to manslaughter, for 
w'hlch 
the max imum punishment 
would be ten years, he made 
a 
recommendation of eight years.

M O U N T A I N , L AK E , Florida 
—In a setting of sylvan beauty. 
President Coolidge Friday delivered 
what may be his last address as 
chief ex ecutive, dedicating to the 
people of America the Sanctuary 
and Singing Tower established here 
by Edward Bok. 
A crowd variously estimated in 
the tens of thousands listened as 
the President spoke, although only 
a small part of the throng was vis­ 
ible to the president. 
Mis audi­ 
ence was seated among the plam 
trees and shrubbery with which the 
Sanctuary abounds while amplifiers 
carried the President’s message to 
them. 
Mr. Coolidge was Introduced by 
Mr. Bok, once an immigrant from 
Holland, later a prominent editor 
and philanthropist whose generosity 
made possible the Sanctuary and 
the Singing Tower with its carillon 
of 61 bells. Governor Doyle E Carl­ 
ton of Florida also delivered as 
address welcoming Mr. Coolidge to 
Florida and inviting him to make 
his home in this state after his 
fast approaching retirement from 
office. 
Mr. Coolidge’s address was de­ 
voted largely to an ex position of 
the view that the people of America 
are achieving a constantly growing 
appreciation of the beautiful and 
are enjoying a new era in the na­ 
tional life which brings to the mas­ 
ses of the people advantages once 
reserved to a fortunate few. 
Mr. Coolidge cited three under­ 
lying circumstances which he be­ 
lieved had 
brought this about— 
free education, public concerts, and 
art museums which he termed the 
proportionately greater income of 
America’s army of wage earners;- 
and the devotion of vast private 
fortunes to philanthropic purposes. 
A new era, Mr. Coolidge said, has 
come to America bringing to the 
people at large what in former 
days was set aside for the enjoy­ 
ment of a fortunate and privileged 
few. From the raw materials, he 
said, a nation had been created and 
now the great body of the people 
was “sufficiently relieved from the 
pressing necessities of ex istence’* 
to “give some thought to the art 
of living.** The useful and practical, 
Mr. Coolidge added, was being sup­ 
plemented by the arUsUc and the 
beautiful. 
Looking into the past, the Presi­ 
dent saw a constant and inex or- 
ible movement in this direction. 
Popular education, the free public 
school, the endowed college and 
the state university he regarded as 
the essential sources of the new 
era and to these he added the more 
recent development of public art 
galleries, “public concerts for the 
presentation of the best music and 
the opening of innumerable public 
parks.” 
But as a factor of prime import­ 
ance in the movement toward the 
artistic, Mr. Coolidge cited “an in­ 
creasing number of Individuals who 
have sufficient resources to enable 
them to minister in a most sub­ 
stantial way to the humanitarian 
and artistic side of life.** Some of 
the largest fortunes that have been 
accumulated in America, he added, 
have been devoted almost entirely 
to such charities. 
“We can not observe this move­ 
ment without smiling a little at 
those who but a short time ago ex ­ 
pressed so much fear lest our coun­ 
try might come under the control 
of 
a 
few 
individuals 
of 
great 
wealth,’* he continued. “They claim­ 
ed that the rich were growing rich­ 
er and poor growing poorer. Our 
ex perience has demonstrated that 
the reverse of this would be much 
nearer the truth. So many of our 
people have large amounts of prop­ 
erty that it has taken on the aspect 
of being common. The distinction 
it once carried is gone. It Is doubt­ 
ful if there ever was a time when 
even great wealth gave its pos­ 
sessors so little power as at pres­ 
ent Their money is of very little 
value in determining political ac­ 
tion. Capital is so easily secured 
for any promising enterprise that 
it is no longer necessary to be rich 
to go into business even on an 
ex tensive scale. The possession of 
money has never been sufficient to 
gain the social attentions of peo­ 
ple of cultured refinement” 
Turning to the "people of mod­ 
erate means,” the President asserted 
that the advantages enjoyed 
by 
these, including the great mass of 
wage earners, were never so great 
as at the present time. He went 
on to enumerate education, the auto- 
picture as influences bringing the 
beautiful within their reach. 
The Sanctuary apd Singing Tower 
Mr. Coolidge regarded as “another 
ex ample of this rapidly developing 
movement.” Its main purpose, he 
said, is to “preach the gospel of 
beauty,” and he saw it as an inspir­ 
ation for the beautification of homes 
and 
communities 
throughout 
the 
country’, 
the members 
of w’hich 
would visit the place and carry its 
praises homeward with them. 
He praised Mr. Bok, whose gen­ 
erosity made the sanctuary pos­ 
sible, declaring that the donor did 
not wish it to stand as a memorial 
or monument, but rather to create 
a* quiet peaceful spot abounding in 
the beauties of nature and archi­ 
tecture, a place of escape from the 
turmoil of every day life. 
“It is no accident.” he said, “that 
this superb creation which we are 
‘dedicating today, is the conception

felt the pinch of po v erty , who has 
ex perienced the thrill of hattl man­ 
ual labor, and who has triumphed 
over many difficuities.” 
Mr. Coolidge pictured the natfon 
and the states of which It is com- 
pwed as 
having “idanted them- 
selves squarely and securely on the 
theory that all powers of goverm 
ment emanate from the people.** The 
people, he said, stand as our sover­ 
eign, our national monarch. 
"Edward W. Bok” he 
aald 
in 
conclusion, “Is making this cx >ntri- 
bution in recognition of his loyalty 
to his sovereign, the people. It is 
another demonstration that when 
they are given the opportunity the 
people have the iimate power to 
provide themselves with the wealth, 
the culture, the art and the refine^ 
ments that support an enlightened 
civilization.”

His body and that of Mrs. Le- 
Bouef, his alleged sweetheart, were 
buried today. Dr. Dreber’s at Clin­ 
ton, La., hia boyhood 
home, 
and 
that of Mrs. Le Bouef at Morgan 
City. 
Dr. Dreher's letter was wtiHen on 
the eve of his ex ecution and m as en­ 
trusted to a reporter with the re­ 
quest that it be given to the Asso­ 
ciated Press. 
“As 1 sit here in my sad and lone­ 
ly death cell tonight with an ach­ 
ing heart. I want to write my last 
message to the Uving people m this 
world who know something of this 
tragedy.” the message said. 
“I want these words to be pub­ 
lished to the world. 
“1 wish they could be given the 
same ix rominence in the press and 
o^er the radio as our trial was 
given. 
“This Is my message: 
“Poor Mrs. LeBouf and I go to 
our doom tomorrow. Two innocent 
souls. 
“I may not have a chance to say 
anything tomorrow before they hang 
me. Mrs. Le Bouef, I believe, ir. too 
sick to'* be able to 
say 
anything. 
That is why I am writing this. 
"Neither Mrs, Le Bouef nor I fear 
death. We du not femr death because 
we have made our peaoe with God 
and we will soon be where t^uffer- 
ing and punishment are no more, 
safe at home with Jesus. Thousands 
know, as well as Mrs. Le Bouef and 
I know that we are Innocent 
“Beadle (the trapper serving a 
life sentence for his part in 
the 
crime) killed Le ^ ue f and muti­ 
lated and disposed of his body over 
my protMt and against my wishes, 
saying he had done the same thing 
to a man yeara ago and nothing 
ever came of It. 
"Yet Mrs. Le Bouef and I have 
been led 
to the 
slaughter 
like 
sheep. For a year and half we have 
been fighting for our lives. Wo have 
fought with truth for our weapon 
ever since we were put on trial. 
We have lost. 
We wlU die game. 
“It has been an uphill fight all 
the way against those who have 
besm agfUnst us. 
“If our lives are sacrificed, 1 hope 
It will not be all In vain. I hope 
that with our deaths a movement 
will be started to abolish capital 
punishment, a relic of the barbaric 
ages. 
*“If some movement 
like 
that 
grows out of the legal murder of 
Mrs. Le Bouef and myself, then as 
Jesus died on the cross that others 
might live, 
we too shall not have 
died In vain. 
“All this story that Mrs. Le Bouef 
mid I were lovers is untrue. 1 had 
been the Le Bouefs* hunily physician 
for twenty years and Jim Le Bouef 
was my best friend until that lying 
anonymous letter came to light 
“I had always prised the friend­ 
ship of the Le Bouefs. 
“A kinder hearted or more sym­ 
pathetic woman never 
lived 
than 
Mrs. Le Bouef. 
“It is a bitter cup we have to 
drink, but we are going to face our 
God with our hearts washed clean 
of hatred. 
“We were overruled on everything 
that might work in our favor. We 
were overruled when we fought to 
keep out of the record much that 
hurts us. 
“God knows and 1 know we both 
are innocent and yet we never have 
had the 
benefit of the 
faintest 
shadow of doubt 
“It is bard not to 
grow 
bitter 
when you stand face to face with 
a shameful deaCh you have not de­ 
served, as I do tonight. 
“I will try not to bo bitter. 
I 
have forgiven those who have lied 
about me and I have prayed to God 
to forgive them. Mrs. Le Bouef has 
done the same. We can face our 
God with clear consciences. 
“T’he hearts of Mrs. Le Jouef and 
myself are warm with gratitude for 
those who have hefriendpd us in

bitter 
troubles, we forgive all who have 
misjudged us and who bave been 
hard on us. We thank our friends 
and all of those who hav« assisted^ 
us.

It then Included about thirty acres, 
but deposits of silt and sand from 
occasional floods have enlarg ed it 
until now it is approximately one 
and one-half miles long ,* containing 
nearly fifty acres of land. The main 
course of the river also has chang ­ 
ed. 
Trouble first arose in 1914, and 
E. L. Northway of Columbia filed 
a counter claim ag ainst 
Steiner.

The island, w'hich was once near 
the center of the river, w'as sep­ 
arated from Claysvllle mainly by a 
long , shallow sloug h about 7 0 yards 
in leng th. 
Steiner, its alleg ed own­ 
er, cultivated parts of the island 
after clearing it of brush and wil­ 
lows. 
In 1920 the Government con­ 
structed a small levee three feet

Korean Lespedeza 
Korean lespedeza differs from the 
common Japan Clover and its var­ 
ieties mainly 
in the 
large 
and 
coarser growth, larger leaves, and 
earlier maturity. The earlier matur­ 
ity may be a disadvantage as well 
as an advantage. 
Ex perience in 
Kentucky, 
Ohio 
and 
Arkansas 
has 
shown 
that 
Korean lespedeza will maintain it­ 
self under grazing, will make a 
good stand when seeded on wheat 
or with oats, and in a favorable 
season will produce one to two tons 
of good hay per acre. 
Seeded with grain in Missouri it 
made ex cellent grazing. 
The Mis­ 
souri Ex periment Station reported 
in 1927 that a seeding of Korean 
lespedeza in 
wheat was 
grazed 
after the grain was harvested, from 
early in 
August. 
Two 
yearlings 
were put on about three-fourths of 
an acre and did not keep it down. 
At the end of two weeks two other 
animals w*ere added, but four head 
cn three fourths of an acre proved 
too many for gains. In spite of the 
heavy grazing, however, the lespe­ 
deza seeded abundantly. 
In November, 1928. Prof. W. C. 
Ethridge, referring to the ex peri­ 
ence of. 1927. wrote: “The total 
gains in weight of the cattle were 
moderate, as the 
grazing period 
was ex tended with a greatly dimin­ 
ished herbage so that the effect of 
this severe treatment as a detri­ 
ment to the ability of the lespedeza 
to form seed sould be determined, 
grazing ended about September 1, 
w’ben the lespedeza, to use a cattle­ 
man’s term, had been ‘eaten Into 
the dirt.’ It still lived, however, and 
produced an abundance of seed.” 
Continuing his report for the sea­ 
son of 1928, Professor Etheridge 
says further: "In the warm weather 
ot April 1928, a volunteer stand 
from the natural reseeding came up 
as thick as a coat of green paint. 
In late April and early May came 
two severe freezes about ten days 
apart. The Lespedeza was then in 
the

nal ailment which had marred his 
last years. 
His heart failed to 
withstand the shock of the opera­ 
tion. 
Baron Von Hu enefeld was only 
36 years old, bu t he had an ad­ 
ventu rou s career of soldier, Ger­ 
man monarchist, poet and dramatist, 
and finally, aviator. 
Shrapnel wou nds 
in both leg s 
du ring the world war left him with 
a decided limp. 
As vice-consu l at 
Maastricht,

the former Kaiser and Crown Price 
when they sou g ht refu g e on Du tch 
soil, and he later spent several years 
with the Crown Prince in his exile 
on the island of Wiering fen, 
Of his literary works the drama.

GAINS HALF A 
MILLION A YEAR 


Nine years in the history of dairy 
herd improvement work in Missou ri 
has increased the nu mber of ifelry 
herd improvement associations from 
2 to 36, according to a recent re­ 
port by M. J. Reg an and A. F. 
Stephens, diary extension special­ 
ists of the Missou ri Colleg e of Ag ri­ 
cu ltu re. The nu mber of cows owned 
by members of associations has in­ 
creased from 95 1 to 11,211. 
A notable mark of prog ress in 
the records of this work is the 
increase in the averag e annu al pro­ 
du ction of bu tterfat per cow. This 
was 229 pou nds in 1919, while in 
1928 it was 28 3 pou nds. 
The valu e of the produ ct per cow 
nine years ag o was $16 3, now it is 
$217 . The feed cost per cow was 
$7 5 nine years ag o. now it is $78 . 
The profit above feed cost in 1919 
was $8 8 per cowr; in 1928 it was 
$138 . 
When It is considered that this 
hig her averag e for 1928 applies to 
11,211 cows in 8 40 herds—with a 
net g ain of $5 0. in annu al profit 
per cow for that entire nu mber— 
the Immense valu e of this type of 
ag ricu ltu ral extension work is read­ 
ily apparent.
